LARAMIE, Wyo; — Initial tests on 
brake and signal systems of two freight 
trains that collided near here showed no 
problems, a Union Pacific spokesman said 
Sunday. 

Mark Davis said crews had removed the 
“black box" event recorder, which Is simi- 
lar to those .found on airplanes, from one of 
the trains'Involvcd in the Saturday after- 
noon collision. Information from the box 
will be reviewed at the company's offices 
in Omaha, Neb., he said. 

The collision ot-about 1:30 p.m. Satur- 
day killed an engineer who leaped from his 
locomotive and left a conductor with seri- 
ous bums. The conductor was transported 
to a Greeley, .Colo., bum center, where he 
was reported in cn'tical condition Sunday. 

, Davis said officials were still working 
iSunday to notify relatives, and could not 
release the victims’ names. 

The collision also derailed more than 20 
cars and sparked a lire fed by about 12.000 
^gallons of diesel fuel, burning a half-mile 
'stretch of track, said Mark Carlson, 
Laramie’s acting fire chief. 

By Sunday morning, only a few hot 
spots remained and Union Pacific had 
moved some heavy equipment to the site to 
begin clearing the tracks, Carlson said. . 

He said sections of U.S. Highway 287 
that were closed Saturday night were re- 
opened by midni^t. An evacuation order 
for a neartiy housing development was lift- 
ed by midnight, he said. 

Carlson said the evacuation and road 
closure were made necessary by thick 
clouds of smoke. He said flames never 
threatened the houses. 

Meanwhile, Davis said the tracks would 
remain closed until crews could rebuild 
about 200 feet of tracks and railbed that 
were destroyed by the collision. He said 
the line likely would reopen late Sunday or 
edrly today. 

.'Tltc collision involved two freight trains, 
carrying a variety of goods. Davis said.

Rain douses South and Nevr England 


Rain moved into the South on Sunday and showers were 
scattered over parts of the Northeast. A new weather system 
was developing over the Great Lakes. 

Showers ond thundershowers formed off the coast of Texas 
early in the day and began moving inland during the allcmoon. 
Moderate rain was possible along the upper Texas coast, with 
up to on inch possible. 

That rain was expected to spread into Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi. 

A few light rain showers stretched across southern New Eng- 
land. while light snow showers were scattered over the northern 
part ofthe region. 

Wind gusted to 45 mph atop New Hampshire's 6.288-root 
Mount Washington. 

As much as 6 inches oCsnow was possible in the mountains 


of Maine as moist air flowed in from the Atlantic. 

A low pressure system developing over the Great Lakes 
brought a chance of light rain and snow showers to that region. 

Ttiat system also was expected to pull strong, gusty wind 
across the northern Plains. By Tuesday, the system’s precipita- 
tion is expected to be over the Northeast. 


The northern lights tend to occur more oRen during the 
months of September, October, March and April. The aurora 
borealis are like neon lights dancing in the sky. They are made 
up of gaf composed mostly of oxygen and nitrogen. The color 
comes from the reactions of speeding electrons from the sun, 
which collide with the gos molecules. The molecules release 
energy in the form oflight. Wc see this phenomenon os dancing 
curtains of light !n the highest ponions of our atmosphere, 
about 50 to 200 miles high.

economy will grow each year over ihe 

next seven yeurs. 

It may sound iriviul. Bui in faci, ii 
.pcrfccily encapsuluies the profound 
diiTerences between the parties over 
ihe proper role of the fedcrul govern- 
ment in society. 

Sunday’s agrucmen'i does nothing 
to narrow those differences. As Hou.se 
Minority Leader Richard A. Gephardt, 
0-Mo., said, ii "preserves every- 
body’s ojiiions. 

"The issue was never whether we 
should butonce the budget," Gephardt 
said. "The i.ssue was how it should be 
done." 

In that context, ihu projected eco- 
nomic growth rate bccomc.s critically 
important. 

OMB is predicting average eco- 
nomic growth of 2.47 percent a year 
over, the next seven years. The CBO 
foreca.sis 2.38 percent. 

Compounded over seven years, this 
seemingly trivial difference .spells cu- 
mulative economic output over the 
seven years of billions of dollars more 
under the OMB's projections than the 
CBO*.s. 

And becau.se more economic output 
means more tax revenue, federal 


deficiLs over the seven years would be 
a total of S475 billion less if the OMB 
is right than if the CBO is right. That 
means spending cuts of 5475 billion 
less under Clinton's budget than under 
ihe Republicans*. 

For the year 2002 alone, the OMB 
assumptions would lead to a deficit of 
S2!6 billion in the absence of spend- 
ing cuts or tax increases. The CBO 
projections would yield a deftcii of 
S340 billion. 

Over the years, neither the OMB 
nor the CBO has demonstrated a lock 
on accurate economic growth projec- 
tions. That they arc so close in their 
estimate of average growth over-the 
next seven years suggests that actual 
growth will be either a lot higher or a 
lot lower. 

"There’s a huge amount of uncer- 
tainty concerning where the econo- 
my will be seven ycats from now," 
said Robert D. Rcischauer, a senior 
fellow in economic studies at the 
Brookings Institution who until re- 
cently headed the Congressional 
Budget Office. "OMB’s numbers arc 
well within the range of the possible, 
as arc CBO’s.” 

Indeed, the consensus of 50 promi- 
nent private economists surveyed by 


Blue Chip Economic Indicatore Is fo'r 
growth of 2.42 percent over the same 
period -*■ midwoy between the OMB 
and CBO estimates. 

The OMB’s economic forecasting 
unit, ran by Republicans ror the 12 
years before Clinton's inauj^ration in 
1993, has typically been on the high 
side with its forecasts. 

Derfiocrats fircquently chided the 
presidential budget office for offering 
“rosy scenarios" to justify Republican 
plans. 

If the past is a guide, to dcicnminc 
which office may end up the more ac- 
curate, consider these figures: 

The OMB's prediction of economic 
■growth came within one-tenth of a' 
pmmtagc point of actual growth — 
mighty close — during the two-year 
period of 1992-1993. But it overshot 
the mark by 1.8 percentage points — 
not so close — in the recession years 
of 1991 and 1992. 

For those some periods, the con- 
gressional office was off target by 
ihrcc-lenths of a percentage point and 
1 . 1 percentage points. 

Mistakes of this magnitude would 
make a mockery of all projections to- 
day of whether the budget will be bal- 
anced in 2002.

growth. 

The Congressional Budget Office 
will determine whether the bill 
achieves its goal of balancing the bud- 
get That office will consult with the 
president's Office of Management and 
Budget and outside economists before 
making its assessment.

ly addicted," said Richard Wexler, a 
Henri State professor and vice presi- 
dent of the National Coalition for 
Child Protection Reform. 

"That is Just not true. Many times 
we are talking about cases where the 
principal problem Is the parent's 
poverty," he said. 

Children can be taken, for example, 
if a parent is homeless or if there is no 
food or.electricity in the home. Many 
never get adopted, and early tennlna- 
tion of parental rights leaves them 
with no home to return to. 

In New York, private foster core agen- 
cies have their caseloads reduced if they 
fail to meet the city's adoption goals. 

Abusive or neglectful parents who 
lose their children arc being asked to 
clean up their acts within a year. Before 
the new emphasis on speedy adoptions, 
those parents would get "four, five, six 
chances over three or four years” to rc- 
^in custody, said Joseph Cardi^i, as- 
sistant deputy commissioner of the 
Child Welfare Administration. 

It's not hard to find parents for in- 
fants in foster care. But 72 percent of 
the nation's estimated 450,000 foster 
kids arc cither school-agc, minority or 
require special treatment for physical 
or emotional problems.

Security 
eases at U.S. 
airports 

■ WASHINGTON. (AP) — Airports 
lifted parking bans and ended ear 
inspections Sunday after federal oftl- 
cials relaxed the tight security in 
place since the New York terrorism 
convictions of militant Muslims. 

■ Other security measures begun in 
August and intensified in October 
will continue, however, said Federal 
Aviation Administration spokes- 
woman Sandra Allen. Those include 
checking travelers’ identification. ' 
The changes come just in lime for 
the busy Thanksgiving and 
Christmas travel season, but Allen 
insisted that did not influence federal 
ofTiciols’ decision. She would not soy 
what prompted the change. 

“We are constantly monitoring the 
threat potential, and we came to the 
conclusion these modifications were 
warranted," she said. 

When security was first lightened 
in early August, the Newsday news- 
paper reported the FBI had received 
information that two miliiont Muslim 
groups were planning a suicide attack 
on a New York oirport. 

On Oct. 1 , security was tightened 
even more, to the highest levels since 
the Persian Gulf War, on the same 
day a group of militant Muslims 
were found guilty of terrorism. 

A Clinton administration ofticial 
said at the time that the alert was 
related to the terrorism convictions, 
the signing of a Mideasl treaty, the 
pope’s visit and the United Nations’ 
50ih anniversary celebration. 


"My 1994 crime bill is pulling 
100,000 cops on the street, taking 
assault weapons off the street, and 
crocking down on violent drug 
crimes, ’’ he said in a statement. 

Others, though, warned that two 
separate trends arc developing simul- 
taneously. Adult crime is decreasing, 
while juvenile violence is on the rise. 

Though the overall decline looks 
promising, “it's too eorly to cele- 
brate,” warned James Alan Fox. dean 
of Northeastern University's College 
of Criminal Justice in Boston.

U.S. prepares to deploy troops

WASHINGTON — American 
troops may be facing the uncer- 
tain dangers of Bosnia — up 
close and on the ground — within 
days.

Copper wires lead Oakley man to water 


By Jennifer Bunch 
Times-Ncws writer 

OAKLEY —’Tim Archibald holds 
two copper wires with wooden han- 
dles stretched out before him and 
walks forward at a steady pace. 

When the wires begin to bounce 
up and down, Archibald says he has 
found an underground stream. 

Land owners oRcn insist that a 
“dowser” or water witch - a person 
who searches for hidden water with 
a. forked stick, wire or any other 
object they say works - locate a 
water source before drilling, said 
Arlo Lloyd, a licensed well driller 
in Almo. And nearly every witch 
may use a different “divining rod” 
to End water, he explained. 

.“This is as big of subject as the 
world itself. It’s been carried on 
since the beginning of time, conlro:, 
vcrsially,” Lloyd said. 

Klint Lloyd, no relation to Arlo 
but also tt licensed driller in Almo, 
had Archibald use the copper wires 
to help locate the well for his home. 
Unbeknownst to Archibald, Lloyd 
called in two other witchers who 
chose the same spot. Now Lloyd 
says he has an excellent well that 
supplies water for two homes. 

“That proves there is something 
to it,” he said. 

But not everyone is a believer. 

College of Southern Idaho geolo- 
gy professor Marvin Stropc says the 
idea that a stick bounces up and 
down when a person comes across 
water is “hogwash.” 

”It's pretty weird stuff. There is 
no scientific basis for it. Many peo- 
ple believe it and have fun with it,” 
Stropc said. 

Stropc has a forked stick sitting in 
the comer of his office, but just for 
show and tell. 

“There is no mysterious force out 
there."

Archibald, a teacher at Oakley 
Elchieniary School, might disagree. 
But he docs say it doesn’t work for 
everyone.- 

He has been fooling with dows* 
ing for 10 years. He witches volun- 
tarily for acquaintances and some 
drillers aOcr discovering the prac- 
tice in a do-it-yourself book that 
includes a chapter on finding water. 

He likes to tty everything once, to 
sec if he can do it, he said. And he 
has continued witching for water, 
because it's handy for helping peo- 
ple find water. 

So far! Archibald said he hasn't 
turned up a dry well. He has found 


water in Almo, Declo and Oakley. 
'And he has learned to measure how 
far below the ground the water 
source begins, he said. Mis copper 
wires begin to bounce when he 
stand's-nbovc underground water. 
By counting the number of times 
they bounce, he can measure depth 
at one foot per bounce. 

According to Arlo Lloyd, odds arc 
0 well located by a witch will pro- 
duce, but it may not be a good well. 

No matter where a person drills, 
professor Stropc says they almost 
always will hit a little water. 

But Lloyd holds that a majority of 
the lime, maybe 5 1 percent, a dows- 


er’s opinion is helpful. He warns 
land owners, however, not to base 
everything they do on a dowser’s 
opinion. 

“Not every driller will accept a 
witch as readily os I do, Ifyou’re 
anywhere near where the land 
owner wants and the witch says 
here. I’ll drill it,” he said. 

Klint Lloyd, who calls witching 
an inexact science, gives witchers 
credit for being accurate 75 percent 
of the time. 

But how docs witching work? 

“It’s hard to explain when you 
don't understand it yourself," 
Archibald said.

It 
seemed obvious to lead through 
South’s club strength. 

Obvious or not, it didn't work. 
South’s clubs were impregnable. 
South won his ace, knocked out 
the. trump ace and had an easy 
ciaim for 10 tricks.- What clues did 
East overlook? 

East was right to place the 
heart ace with South. It was ex- 
tremely unlikely West had undcr- 
led the heart ace. However, which 
other ace should East have been 
able to locate? Would South have 
played the trumps the way he did 
had he held the trump ace? 

And there lies the answer. Had 
South held the trump ace, why 
would he have risked the first- 
round finesse?

Hormone called melatonin takes 
American insomniacs by storm

BUHL — For Shirley Wasko, mela- 
tonin is a dream. ' 

"I sleep much better than 1 used to." 
said Wasko, a 7Sryear-old homemaker. "I 
dream rhore too — and they're sweeter 
dreams." 

Wasko is riding the wave of the biggest 
pharmacologicol phenomenon to hit 
America since Tagamet or Tylenol. Ex- 
cept that Tagamet and Tylenol ore drugs; 
melatonin isn't. 

And it's certainly not new. 

“I have to laugh .whenever I hear some- 
body soy what o great new thing mela- 
tonin is," said Mary Goodman, who runs 
The Natural Way Health Store in Twin 
Foils. "Melotonin’s been uround forever." 

At least a couple of million years. Hu- 
man brains have been secreting the hor- 
. mone ever since, doctors say. to help iron 
out the differences bet.w.een day and 
night. 

In pill form, taken just before bedtime, 
melatonin can mean lighis-oui for the 50 
million Americans who suffer from in- 
somnia. 

"I used to loss and turn and wake up 
several times during the night," said 
Wasko. whose husband. Joe, 80, also 
takes the hormone. "Now I sleep through 
the night." 

The Waskos began taking ihrec- 
miligram tablets of melatonin last sum- 
mer at the recommendation of their son. 


Melatonin is a honndne produced' by 
the pineal gland, a tiny, pine cone-shaped 
stnicture in the riddle ofthe br^n. Infants 
. produce fnelatonin in abundance — that's 
- why they sleep like a baby — but mela- 
tonin levels decrease with age, 

As dayli^t fades, a c^in of biochemi- 
cal reactions is suj^osed to convert seio- 
totun,'onother critical brain hormone, into 
melatonin, which brings on sleep. 

But levels of the Mrmone ore diumnl,' 
meaning ihot they rise and fall accoi^ng 
to the time of day. If there’s too little vari- 
ation in melatonin leveb between morning 
' and night, scientists speculate, then insom- 
nia is one possibte consequence. . ' 

Doctors and phonnacists have recog- 
nized (he (herapeu& value of syntb^calTy 
produced melatonin for at least 30 years, 
and it's used to nut complaints other than . 
insomnia. Oetnutologi^ ond psychiaul^ 
for example, sometimes rixoinmead it for a 
\^eQt of problems. Recent.~proponents of 
melatonin have suggested that the hormone 
iis also useful in warding off cancer and 
HIV, the virus that causes AIDS, but most 
scientists are skeptical ofthose claims.

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Genetic test for Alzheimer’s should be used selectively

A genetic test that can prcdict*a per* 
son's odds of getting Alzltcimcr's dis- 
ease should only be otTcred to people 
who already show symptoms of the 
disease, an international team of ex- 
perts has concluded.

The blood test was developed sev- 
eral years ago to help doctors deter- 
mine a person's risk of heart disease.

The ApoE gene carries the molecu- 
lar instructions that allow Cells to 
moke apolipoprotcin E, a protein that 
helps ferry cholesterol through the 
blood stream. Each person has two 
copies of the gene (one frbm each par- 
ent) and the gene comes in three “fla- 
vo'rCTihowirhs“A'p6E2, A'poE3"ah'd' 
ApoE4, each of which mokes a slight- 
ly different version of the cholesterol- 
carrying protein. A person's risk of 
heart disease can be predicted in part 
on the basis of the ApoE profile. For 
example,'' people who inherit an E4 


from both parents have higher choles- 
terol levels and a higher risk of heart 
disease than do people who inherit an 
E4 from one parent and an E2 or E3 
from the other. 

Researchers at Duke University dis- 
covered two years ago that the same 
test could help predict a person's risk 
of Alzheimer's disease, a degenerative 
brain condition that causes progres- 
"siverlossz of nne m ory and.cpgoilioD.. 
Allen Roscs and his colleagues found- 
that the £4 version of the ApoE gene 
was correlated with a high risk of de- 
veloping Alzheimer's, while the E3 
version was associated with a lower 
risk and the E2 version offered the 
lowest risk of all. . 

ThlTdiffcrimccsrih rislTore appar^^ 
ly substantial. People who inherit dual 
copies of E4 are about IS times more 
likely to develop Alzheimer's than are 
people with dual copies of E3. And 
people with E2/E3 have about one- 
fourth the risk of those with E3/E3, or 


about onc-sixtietlrthc odds of a person 
with E4/E4. 

A person who inherits a low-risk E2 
and a high-risk E4 has about the some 
risk of Alzheimer's os does a person 
who inherits two middling-risk E3 
genes. 

No one knows why these genes arc 
linked to the risk of getting 
Alzheimer's, a disease whose causes 
. rcmain.unkno.wn.. One. theory is that 
-Alzheimer-6-may-be causod-by-a- 
buildup of cholesterol and other com- 
pounds within the blood vessels of the 
brain, clogging those vessels and 
slowly starving brain cells of critical 
nutrients. 

Scientists arc also unsure whether 
■E4'byitsclfncceIcrates‘Alzheimcr's*' 
disease (in which case researchers 
may want to devise drugs that block 
that gene's activity) or E2 actively ’ 
lowers that risk'(in which case re- 
searchers jtiay want to learn how to 
enhance its activity).

tliat bring cholcsicrol down. But 
must of those studies "simply ignore 
the possible itnpaet of regression to 
the tncan." the Boston study con- 
cluded. 

The study w:is conducted by a 
team of doctors from Beth Israel 
Hospital and Harvard Medical 
School in Boston. The findings 
appeared in this week's Archives of 
Internal Medicine.

My sources tell me that there are no 
studies that indicate whether your 
increase in while patches was AHA- 
relDied, but keep in mind that because 
APlAs are considered a cosmetic, they 
have no minimum safely requirements 
and don’t need to prove their cfTec- 
tiveness, so there is no way of know- 
ing for sure. 

To conceal the patches of white 


occurring around your lips, consider 
trying Dermablcnd products (often 
found at JC Penney’s). Their cover 
products are a bit heavy, but some of 
the best on the market. 

In regard to using more than one 
sunscreen product, you may have mis- 
understood me or 1 may not have been 
very precise in explaining a fairly 
complicoted group of products. 
Essentially, nonchemical sunscreens 
(such as titanium dioxide) found in a 
foundation or moisturizer can be used 
in conjunction with other sunscreen 
agents such os the cinnimaies or ben- 
zophoncs. It is best not to combine the 
traditional sunscreen agents such os 
the cinnamates or benzophones with 
each other when they ore in diflerenl 
products, but 'titanium dioxide, 
because It is so inert and nonirritating.
